Starting at the East end of the sidewalk were about 
200 demonstrators for the Young Americans for Freedom, 7*1 J'.ndinon 
Avenue, New York City. This group was protesting the U. N. 
action in Kntanga, was advocating atom bomb testing by the 
U. S., and was advocating negotiation from strength. 

Next there were two pickets from tho Fighting 
American Nationalists, 6624 VJillstorv Place, Falls Church, 
Virginia, carrying signs "Down with the N. A. A. C. P. and 
C. 0. R. E." 

Next were five pickets of the American Tiasi Party, 

928 N. Randolph Street, Arlington, Virginia, protesting U. K. 
action in Katanga and advocating freedom for RUB01-PH HESS, 

Next were 23 students supporting President KENNEDY'S 
reluctance to resume atom bomb testing. Twelve of these students 
were from Bethel College, Newton, Kansas. Tho remainder were 
from New York. The Bethel students came in cars and planned 
a three day fast and vigil on the order of the students from 
Grirncll College, Iowa. The New York student- came partly 
because of support for the fast and vigil and partly because 
they hoard the Young Americans for Freedom were going to 
demonstrate, according to their leaders. 

The last group to arrive and the last in line 
were the CSJ7.1S pickets claiming SOBELL is innocent and should 
be released. 

The demonstrators were orderl}* with no incidents other 
than tho arrest of Rav. ANDREWS which was handled quietly 
and efficiently with few oven being avare that it occurred. *

The ROSENBERGs were sentenced to death on 
April 5* 1951* and MORTON SOBELL was sentenced to thirty 
years imprisonment on the same date. JULIUS and ETHEL 
ROSENBERG were legally executed at Sing Sing Prison, 
Ossining, New York, on June 19, 1953; and MORTON SOBELL is 
currently serving his sentence at the United States 
Penitentiary, Atlanta.
